iNEWSPA'FERr 
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A RI6HTEOUS VERDICT. 


I 


T took the machinery of law and justice a long 


time to get about it but the final verdict in the 


Neeley and Rathbone cases was of so impressive a 
nature when it did come, as perhaps to cause the 
impatience that had been felt, to be forgotten. 
It 


is apparent that those'men felt that their opportun- 
ity to pillage had come when they received their 
appointments to positions in Cuba, whose affairs 
had corue into the responsibility of this government. 
Whether they had the purpose in mind when they 
secured their appointments, does not matter, but 
they lost little time in putting it in operation. They 
went about it with a boldness and an avidity that 
has seldom seen equalled, and when detected they 
seemed to regard the matter as of little consequence, 
and whatever was done was against a people with- 
out a government and responsible to no one. But 
the offense was so bold that it could hardly be con- 
donej, inasmuch as it had attracted the widest 
public attention and invoked the demand that pun- 
iMiment should be inflicted 
It was freely hinted
